No other candidate having anonune- 
ed against him by May 21st, the date 
lixed by the District Committee, 
Judge Charles A. Hardin, of Mercer 
countj-, will formally be declared the 
Democratic nominee for Congress in 
the Eif^ilih dsteiet when tiie ■ob-eom- 
ndttee mWtB Mittolasvffle, Jane 5. 
Although Attorney King Swope, of 
Lexington, who claims Boyle as his 
home, has been endorsed for the re- 
publican nomination, it is said to be 
extremely doubtful if he becomes a 
candidate. The Eighth district is 
normally about 3,000 democratic and 
with all united behind Judge Hardin, 
Swope would have a very slim chance 
of success. 

The Kentod^ Equal Suffrage As- 
sociation ha* jmrt givai publicity to a 
strong letter written by Judge Hardin 
in wUch he declares himself in favor 
of equal suffrage and the amendment 
now pending in Congress. Judge ^ Har- 
din wrote: 

"In answering your inquiry as to 
my position on the Federal Suffrage 
Amendment, would say:

Their achievements at 
home and abroad oonpd admiration 
and respect. 

*^e delight to honor our brave men 
here and in other lands, for the Vic- 
tory of Liberty, Equality of Oppor- 
tmuty and Justice. Why not the 
women, who shared equally the hard- 
ships and burdens of the struggle? 
In declaring for equality of oppor- 
tunity, justice and for liberty, it 
would hardly be consistent to deny 
the women of our country the tilings 
we would obtain for others. 

"They have passed tbroofl^ the 
testing days of the War, and they 
stand majestieally erect and trium- 
phant. Thoughtful men everywhere 
ponder in their hearts their contribu- 
tion in the liberation of the world. 
They have worn the khaki of the 
army and navy; they have endured 
the naidships at home, in the canton- 
ments, in foreigfn lands; in the front 
line trenches upon the Battle Fields;

ed here today and at midnight flw 

state will virtually become prohibi- 
tion territory under an amendment 
to the constitution adopted by the 
voters last autumn. 

While midnight next Monday is 
specified in the new law as the time 
for the closing, the License year ends 
today compaXBtively few saloon- 
keepers paid tbe |900 necessary to 
re-open the final cel^ration on Mon- 
day. 

Big farewell parties to John Bar- 
leycorn were to be held tonight in 
nearly every wet municipalitj" in 
Ohio, the biggest state in the country 
to have voted prohibition. The au- 
thorities did not anticipate trouble 
in any community as a result of the 
expected hilarity. 

For several weeks some comn n * 
nities have been pr^aiing for tte ad* 
v^t of prohibition and tbe nambeT of 
licensed drinking places, wtalcb total- 
ed 5,600 a few months ago, bas been 
considerably reduced. 

Saloonkeepers report that for sev- 
eral weeks stocks of wines and whis- 
kies have rapidly disappeared. Vir- 
tually all the finers wines and liquors 
have been disposed of. Despite the 
unusually high prices that have pre- 
vailed, Uie dealers say thousands of 
dollars worth of liquor has been stor- 
ed in private warehouses and cellars 
for private consumption. 

Scores of saloons that closed today 
will re-open shortly as lunchrooms 
md refreshment .stands. Several 
breweries will reopen ail ice maan- 
facturing plants. 

Ohio will enter the list of dry states 
without the usual prohibition enforce- 
ment machinery. For the present the 
prohibition laws will be enforced by 
state officials. 

Prohibition leaders attempt to 
pass Emergency legislation through 
the Ohio legislature this winter 
but failed. A law enforcing bill 
was passed, but minus an emergency 
cause, and the "wets" have announc- 
ed they will call a referendum upoidt 
befoi-e it can become effective. 

The state will lose revenue a- 
mounting approximately $4,000,000 
annually as tiie result of prohibitioil. 
Bills providing for new revenue- 
raising acts a re pe nding before tbe 
Obio genoal awmnbly.

Nevertheless 
it seems well to tell Congress tiiat one 
of its numerous "first doties" sbmld 
be the enactment, of a law forbidding 
the use of the red flag in parades sad 
other public demonstrations. 

Some ^^tates and municipalities 
have already taken action along this 
line. But it is a matter for national 
handling, in order to insure the uni- 
from iQ>pIication of the^role evcoy- 
wfaere and give no opjwrtanity jar 
misimderstanding or evasioB. 

It is not necessary to argoe tbat 
there is 'a sacred principle involved. 
It may even be debatable wliether it 
is right, as an abstract proposition, to 
prohibit the use of any part>' emblem, 
provided it is not used to the exclu- 
sion of the American fla.c. But every 
body must realize that, as a purely 
practical proposition, the further 
flaimting of red flags in the present 
unsettled state of the world will not 
do. The great, fervently patriotic 
American mdiik will not stand fi» it. 

In a eamier time, when Socialists 
regain their sanity—if they ever do— 
and come to r^ndiate the stigma of 
violence and treasoii now attaching to 
them, the red flag may be endured 
gain. But it is unendurable now. 
Law had better accord with current 
fact, and prevent the further enraging 
of the public, for the safet>' of the 
'Reds" themselves as well as the 
peace of commimities.

(3) An assessment of three tiiou- 
sand and three hundred Tloilara ' (*3,- 
300.00) is hereby fixed for the pur- 
pose of defraying the expenses of said 
primary election, said assessment to 
be paid by the candidates, and any per- 
son desiring to become a candidatp shall 
not later than noon, Wedne.sd;i.». May 
21, 1919, (30 days prior to said primary) 

Ive written notice in person or^^y reg 
istered mail to the Chairman 'of this 
Committee at his office in Nlcholasvlle, 
Ky.. and pay to said chairman, in ca.sh. 
$1.0.5" to cover his portion of th>- ix- 
pen.se of holding said primary elect ior.. 
Provided, however, that if morf> than 
two persons shall Qualify as candidate's 
by complying with the foregoinf; pro- 
visions of this section, the chairman 
shall return to each of .-jaid candldat>>s 
the sum he shall have paid in excess of 
his proportion of the said Thirty-three 
Hundred Dollars. In the evenc that the 
assessment herein provided' for is in- 
sufficient to defray the expenses of 
this election, the deficit shall be paid 
by the successful candidate. 

(4) . The Sub-ConimituT of the Dem- 
ocr.atic Executive Committee for the 
■>aid Kifrhth Congressional District 
h> rein'ifter provided t' 
th- <'.iurt Hou:-- at 
at noon on Thursda>'. 
and if it then appeal 
candidate shall have c 
requirements of Section 3, before the 
expiration of time therein provided, 
then no primary shall be held- but the 
said Sub-District Committee shall there 
upon declare -to be the democratic 
nominee for the office sought that per- 
son who is the only candidate and 
sliall refund to said candidate the en- 
trance fee paid by him. less the cost 
accrued for advertising and otherwise 
preparing for said primary election. 

(5) . The Democratic County T'om- 
mittce and the Chairman thort-of lor 
each county in the district shall see to 
it that the polls are opened in each and 
eyery precinct of all the counties in 
said Congreaaional District, in the usu- 
al and reerular voting places between 
iba hours already herein provided. 

(C). Each candidate shall be entitl- 
ed to designate by 'written notice to 
the Chairman of Mich county conmtit- 
tee in the district, not less than ten 
days before the 21st day of June, 1 •' 
the name of one person for each voting 
precinct in each county to act as chal- 
enger and inspector for said candidate 
at said primary election. 

(7) . No candidate in sa»d primary 
shall be allowed to select as a device, 
the device of the democratic party. 
And the order in which the names of 
the candidates shall appear on the bal 
lots shall be determined by lot, in the 
manner determined upon by the said 
sub-committiee herinafler provided for. 

(8) . The officers of election- shall be 
selected from lists ofCered by the can- 
didates in accordance with th^ prbvi 
slons of the primary election law, and 
by the sub-committee hereinafter pro- 
vided for. 

(9) . "Upon the closing of the polls, 
the officers shall proceed to count the 
ballots and to m^ke returns, and in so 
doing-, shall be governed by the pro- 
visions of the general election laws of 
the State of Kentucky, and the returns 
shaJl be made to the chairman of the 
respective county committees of the 
district, who will deliver the stub 
books, the questioned ballots and ' the 
certificates of the resuljta to thla coin- 
mittee. 

(10) . On the third day after the re- 
turns shall have been m^de to the 
county chairman of the district, the 
Committee shall meet at Nlcholasville, 
at 2 p. m., and canvass ine vote cast, 
and Issue the certificate of nomination 
as required by law, and shall certify 
immediately to the Secretary of State 
the name of the democratic nominee 
whose name he will certify to the 
county clerks of the district as the 
nominee entitled to a place on the bat- 
lot to be used in the special election 
called for the said August 2. 1919. 

(11) . The sub-committee hereinafter 
provided for, is directed to employ the 
clerks of the county courts to copy 
from the regrular registration books 
made in Lawrenceburg, Danville. Rich 
mond, Harrodsburg, Nicholasville and 
Shelbyvllle, In 1918, the names of all 
democrats, and the persons so employ- 
ed shall cause these lists to be deliv- 
ered to the officers of the election. 

(12) . The Chairman of this Commit- 
tee shall cause copies of this call and 
these resolutions, certified to by him- 
self and the secretary or this commit- 
tee to be posted at the court houiie 
door In each county composing the 
said Congressional District, and in oth- 
er conspicuous places in the district for 
not less than 80 days prior to the' 21st 
day of Jime, ltl9. and said notice Aail 
be published at least once in five or 
more democratic nawspaAera of the 
dfatrict. 

(13) . In order that the provisions of 
this call may be carried into full force 
and effect, a sub-committee composed 
of the Chairman and Secretary of this 
Committee and of one other member 
to be appointed by the chairman, is 
hereby appointed, empowered and di- 
rected to cause to be printed the re- 
quisite number and kind of ballots, 
which shall bear the fac simile of the 
signature of the chairman of this com- 
mittee, and said sub-tnconunlttee will 
procure the necessary election supplio^ 
and, cause them together -wltn-the bal- 
lots, to be delivered to the officers of 
of the election, as required by law. and 
said sub-committee, with and by the 
assistance of the county chairmen, who 
are' hereby appointed, empowered di- 
rected and requested to assist said sub- 
committee in all details of said work, 
do any and all other acts necessary 
and proper to the holding of said jni- 
mary election and the carrying out of 
the purpose of thi s cal l.
